Many times during the past week has The Outzrop 
representative been asked: 

“Do you still believe the Kootenay Central Railway 
will be built? and why?” Our answer is: 

“Yes! Certainly the K. C. R. will be built, and well 
under way before the present year wanes. The iron-horse 
may be expected here before 1907.” 

Why? 

Ist. Because, we believe, Premier R. McBride knows 
whereof he speaks. 

2nd. Because, the road is a necessity to the C.P.R. 

3rd. Because, $800,000 is too much to be lost. 

4th. Because, the Dominion subsidy represents, at 
least, 15 per cent of the actual construction of the road. 

Sth. Becausé, the Dominion subsidy will not be further 
extended. 


The Outcrop just here would go on record as saying 


having done all in their power to build the road, and while 
they are quite likely to be losers from the present situation, | 
still their effurts will be successful in so far as the road wi!l 
be built. They may be out for some years the thousands of 
dollars and the hard work spent in their efforts, on account 
of not receiving the aid sought from the Legislature, and | 
possible the loss may be permanent. 

Neve-theless, the people of this valley will stand for no 
further extension of time in the matter, for they are weary 
from the long suspense and want to see the matter perman- 
ently settled one way or another. 

The sum of $150,000 will be spent before the end of 
May, and if work i3 not continued the company will lose) 
the $650,000 Dominion subsidy, making a total loss of} 


The cost of building the road is variously estimated at 
from two to four millions of dollars. Taking the highest 
estimate, four million, the Dominion subsidy of $650,000 
will amount to more than 19 per cent of the cost of the 
construction of the road. 

Now, if the road were in actual operation it would take | 
along time and plenty of hard work to earn that 15 per 
cent. At least railway men are on record as stating that| 
few new roads pay anything like 15 per cent of their cost! 
during the first ten or fifteen years. 

Then is it reasonable to suppose the C. P. R. or any 
other company that may want a road in the near future-— 
in fact, needs it now—will let 15 per cent go by? 

The K. C. R. will be completed by the 2nd day of| 
August, 1907, and active construction will be started this 
Spring.

The rate at which gold is being pro- 
duced gives assurance that there will 
be all that is required for international 
exchanges in Europe and America and 
leave sutlicient over to supply the needs 
vf the Asiatic nations adopting the 
gold standard.

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Evils of Smut and Weeds. 

The evils of smut and weeds have not yet been realized 
in the Columbia Valley, and by the exercise of due care on 
the part of our farmers from now on,they can be forever kept 
out. The enormous damage these evils are capable of may 
be judged from the following extract taken from:a circular 
that W. B. Lanigan, the C. P. R. general fréight agent at 
Winnipeg, is sending out, which proves that it is of vital 
importance to all farmers: 

I beg to advise you that there has been an enormous 
increase in the growth of weed pests throughuut Manitoba 
and the Territories, and as a result thereof, a great deal of 
the farm lands, under thefavorab'e conditions that prevail- 
ed during this season, have produced in some cases less 
than half the crop, and in other cases there has been a 
reduction of fully 25 percent. A large majority of the 
farmers, I regret to say, are not taking sufficient care in 
keeping their land free of these weeds, are paying very little 
attention to the quality of the seed they sow, and as the 
figures below testify, are not taking to bluestone their seed, 
so as to prevenOsmut. 

The crop of 1904 represented a total of 37,892 cars, 3 
per cent of which were rejected for smut, and 14 for weeds. 
Of the crop for 1905 up to Nov. Ist, 16,603 cars have been 
inspected ; 6 per cent was rejected for smut and 54 for 
Out of 128: cars cleaned for weeds and dirt, the 
percentage cleaned ran from 6 to 24 per cent. If you will 
analyse these figures you will see what a tremendous loss 
that is resulting to the agricultural community and its 
ultimate effect on land values. 


weeds. 


In the first place the farmer’s production per acre is 
seriously shrunk. In the next place his labor, binder twine, 
threshing and other expense is spent harvesting from 6 to 
24 per cent of a crop of weeds. 
from 6 to 24 per cent weeds, and when it arrives at the lake 
front pays from 3c. to 6c. per bushel, according to the con- 
dition of the car, to have the weeds cleaned out. Another 
feature feature that presents itself is that on account of 


He then pays freight on 


these weeds the standard of the grain is lowered, the berry 
shrunken, owing to the non-development of the plant, and 
a further loss is entailed at the initial selling point, and by 
reduction in the grade of his wheat. 

Reports to date show that about a 11} per cent of the 
crop has been rejected for either smut or weeds. The farmer 
has suffered another loss through failing to select his seed, 
and numerous instances are on record where in some por- 
tions of the country they have sold last year’s crop and 
bought for this year feed wheat for seed. Under some 
favorable conditions this class of wheat has brought a fair 
larvest, but only under most favorable conditions. Necess- 
arily the plant grown from poor seed has not the vitality 
to withstand the early frost and produce first-class wheat. 
You will, therefore, see that unless some immediate steps 
are taken farm vaules, that are necessarily based on the 
productiveness of the soil, must be seriously affected if this 
condition of affairs is not changed in the near future. 

The statement made at a meeting in Detriot by an 
American judge that the majority of divorce cases heard in

end goes on to say: If a reasonable Dominion law existed, 
cur people would not require to rush over the border when 
they can show good reason for a separation, and their frank- 
pees and honesty would benetit directly.

The rapid improvement of the north- 
weet asa market fur fruit ie well brought 
out ina letter recently written by Do 
minion Fruit Inepector Philip of Winni 
peg, after making a tour through Sas. 
katchewan to Prince Albert. Following 
are extaracts from the letter referred to: 

“In June, 1902, I covered the same 
ground in connection with the enforve- 
ment of the Fruit Marke Act. The pro 
grees which this country hae made since 
that time hae been far in excess of what 
[ had expected although I have kept 
close track as I supposed of the improve- 
mente which this country ie making. 


fowne have eprung up in many locali- |; 


ties, prosperous and thriving, where on 
my previous trip there wae nothing to 
distinguish them fiom the rest of the 
prairie. Other places consisting then of 
only afew eshacke and a name are now 
bustling busy towaos, in many instances 
commercial centres of no emall import: 
ance euch as Rosthern aud Saekatoon. 

“The situation in Saskatoon will illus- 
trate acommon experience throughout 
Manitoba and the new provinces. On my 
previous visit it consisted of two stores, 
a few dwelling houses and one very 
ordinary hotel, and was practically of no 
importance at all aea fruit market. Lote 
that were considere:! dear at $150 or §200 
are today being held at $16,000. One 
merchant told me that in October, 1902, 
he started a amall fruit store on an ex- 
ceedingly limited ecale; today he has a 
stand that without the buildings is eeti- 
mated to be worth $12,000. Hie fruit 
leals on my Giret visit consisted of a few 
baskets; this year he handled seven car 
loads of British Columbia fruit and two 
‘ar lords of Ontario fruit with several 
‘maliee lots of grapes. The Britieh Co- 
umbia froit was mostly berries—and 
‘hisin a place that four years ugo wat 
almost unknown, 

“It might be well to say, in this con 
rection, that this merchant saye he has 
no use at all for Ontario small fruits 
‘xcept grades. Ontariv apples he ie glad 
to handle. 

‘Although Saskatoon is here ured it 
‘8 only a sample of what is taking place 
wer thousands of miles of territory, and 
vill illustrate the enorinous growth of 
the northwest trade in fruit. At the 
same time it demonstrates the fact that 
the Ontario fruit growers are not making 
‘ succeseful bid fur the trade in any lines 
hut apples and grapes, while British 
Jolumbia is finding a market.”

Plom Padding as Food, 

In popular belief plum pudding, 
though difficult of digestion, contains 
a large proportion of nutriment, The 
London Lancet publishes the analysis 
made of two puddings, of which one 
was found to have a “nutrient value” 
ef 68 per cent and the other of 59. 

It appears that, although most agree 
able as an article of food, plum pud- 
ding is not quite so concentrated @ 
form of diet as hus been supposed, and 
conjectures that it yields as much sus 
tenance as beefsteak are certainly not 
supported by its chemical composi- 
tion, The amount of nitrogenous mat- 
ter is only moderate, and it must be re 
membered that in calculating the nu- 
trient ratio and value all the nitrogen 
has been assumed to be albuminoid. 
Probably the true albuminoids and 
consequently the food value are slight- 
ly*lower than would appear from the 
results; also the percentage of water 
is rather large, and the quantities of 
the remaining components are propor 
tionately lessened,
